The company’s 
books show from two to three thousand 
different loans which have not been 
settled. In hundreds of instances the 
holders paid tHe interest on the cou- 
pons, which it is said that Aldrich failed 
to remit. In a number of instances the 
company advertised property for sale 
in, obscure papers, foreclosed’ and 
bought in the property. 

Aldrich's investments 3 heen 
chiefly in the San Luis Valley, where 
scores of farmers are left after a 
desperate winter without any assur- 
ance that they own the homes they oc- 
cupy and for which they have labored 
for years, giving all their earnings to 
Aldrich for the purpose of meeting the 
obligations which are still on their 
homes.

ALMOST A CLOUDBURST. 

KANSAS CITY, June 17.—A_ rain- 
storm, which almost assumed the pro- 
portions of a cloudburst, began here 
this afternoon and continued late into 
the night. Nearly four inches of water 
fell within eight hours, which is the 
heaviest fall recorded for this vicinity 
in fifteen years. During the height of 
the storm two inches of rain fell within 
twenty-eight minutes, the greatest fall 
in a like length of time ever known 
here. Streets in low-lying districts 
were flooded, as were many cellars, but 
no serious damage resulte 1 

At Sheffield, an eastern suburb, Moose 
Neck Creek, into which smi] ravines 
let loose a large volume of water, rose 
five feet in thirty minutes and dam- 


aged three or four bridges along its.

WINDS IN IOWA. 


OMAHA, June 17.—A Bee special 
from -Dennison, Iowa, says that this 
morning about 3:30 o’clock a heavy 
windstorm passed over this county and 
at places assumed cyclonic proportions. 
There is scarcely a yard in Dennison 
that is not strewn with trees and 
branches. ‘Residences of old settlers 
are pretty well shattered, fences and 
outbuildings blown over, windows 
smashed and doors blown in. 

No one was hurt here. A barn be- 
longing to Squire Bond just east of 
town was moved and three valuable 
cows killed. The storm was worse 
about eight miles west of here. The 
house of John Rose was demolished 
and Mrs. Rose has died from injuries 


received. Rose had his shoulder dislo- 


cated. Their baby was carried some 
distance from the house, but was found 
unhurt. The large barn of Joseph 
Duncan was wrecked. August Eggers 
also lost a barn and many. outbuild- 
ings. The McWilliams schoolhouse, ten 
miles west of Dennison, was com- 
pletely wrecked. 

Another dispatch to the Bee from 
Stella, Neb., gives details of a terrific 
cyclone which passed over Richardson 
county. All of the barns and outbuild- 
ings on William Stoltz’s farm, four 
miles southwest of Stella, were demol- 
ished. Several head of livestock and 
two hundred chickens were kill Six 
hundred bushels of grain was blown to 
the four winds and much standing 
grain was destroyed. Stoltz and his 
family took refuge in the cellar of their 
house and escaped uninjured. - The 
house was badly wrecked, but not 
blown down.

A semi-official telegram from Wash- 

ington says that Mr. Olney will follow 
Mecretary Gresham’s policy and will 
Anish a new interpretation of the Mon- 
roe doctrine which the latter had under 
study, enlarging its scope. Govern- 
ment officials say that the government 
has been assured that it will not have 
ao cede the territory between Essejuibo 
and Pumpabrima, on the Orinoco delta, 
including the immensely rich mining 
region lying back of it. The presence 
of an American commission in Nicara- 
mua examining the canal is pointed to 
an indication that the United States 
hereafter will take a more determined 
stand in favor of the American repub- 
lice as against Europe. 

The police efforts to discover the 
authors and circulators of a revolution- 
ary proclamation which has been freely 
Circulated, directed against President 
Crespo, were unavailing, though nine- 
teen arrests were made on suspicion. 
The government is denying that there 
is anything in the shape of a revolution 
imminent, though scarcely a day passes 
without a report of a new rebel attacks 
on government troops.

MARRIAGE OF WATERS. 


OPENING OF THE HARLEM SHIP 
CANAL YESTERDAY. 


Water from the Great Lakes is 
Mingled with the Salty Brine of 
Long Island Sound—The Features 
ot the Demonstration.

NEW YORK, June 17.—The Harlem 
Ship; Canal, which connects the 
Hudson River with Long Island 
Sound, was formally opened this 
afternoon, with a monster aquatie 
and land parade, in which the 
United States army and navy, State 
militia and naval reserve, city police 
and fire departments and numerous 
civic bodies were represented. The 
parade was watched by 60,000 people, 
stationed along the line of march and 
on the banks of the canal. 

The ceremony of pouring two barrels 

of water from the great lakes into the 
canal, symbolizing the union of the 
lakes with the Sound, was accompanied 
by the firing of cannon by United States 
cruisers Atlanta and Cincinnati. Among 
the visitors were Gov. Coffin of Con- 
necticut and Gov. Worth of New Jer- 
sey. 
The water pageant was the feature cf 
the demonstration. At 12 o'clock one of 
the big guns of the warship Cincingpati 
boomed out the signal for the divisions 
of the flotilla to take place in line. The 
head of the column formed about two 
hundred yards from shore, a little to 
the north of the entrance to the canal, 
about the same time the fagship 
Elaine, having the Committee on Ar- 
rangements and the invited guests 
aboard, hove in sight. Her decks were 
crowded with flags and banners flying, 
and lively strains of music from the 
band on board as she glided up to the 
warship and took her position just 
astern, 

At 12:50 o’clock the Cincinnati's guns 
were heard again. There was a rat- 
tling of chains and the big drawbrid 
was slowly hauled up. All the vy: ese 
in the first division were in line, and 
the procession swept through the cpen- 
ing. The last boat passed through the 
draw at 1:15 o'clock, and the head cf 
the procession by this time was well 
down the river. In all there were tev- 
enty vessels in the flotilla, which parsed 
down the river. At the rendezvous, Just 
off Oak Point, the land forces drew up 
and the salute from the Cincinnati wes 
answered by a salute on land. 

It was here and at this time that the 
members of the young lady naval 
guards, with much ceremony, placed 
their hands on the kegs carried by the 
Elaine, containing the waters from his- 
torical spots, while the waters were 
tumbled into the Sound and the words of 
the marriage of the waters were spoken. 


A FORBIDDEN LAND. 


Lee Yuen of New York Must Leave 
This Country.

CHICAGO, June 17:—United States 
Deputy Marshals E. W. Bothwick and 
James E. McMahon of the southern dis- 
trict of New York arrived in the city 
yesterday, having in charge Lee Yuen, 
a Chinaman they are taking to Ta- 
coma to ship back to China.

CAMBRIDGE. (Mass., June 17.—A 
reporter of the Associated Press this 
afternoon delivered to Prof. Ames, 
chairman of the Athletic Committee of 
Harvard College, a copy of the chal- 
lenge for an international atheltic meet- 
ing sent by the Oxford and Cambridge 
universities of England to Yale and 
Harvard as representatives of America.

HAVANA, June 17.—(By South Amer- 

ican Cable.) The whole province of 
Mantanzas, which adjoins the province 
of Havana, is on the verge of rising in 
arms against the government. The 
first uprising took place there, but the 
insurgents’ plans in that section were 
frustrated. The sympathizers with the 
revolution have been carefully laying 
plans and waiting for a favorable op- 
portunity to strike. 
The Autonomist political party of 
Mantanzus has been dissolved to ex- 
press the change of opinion and ap- 
. proval of the revolution. The Autono- 
mist party in Havana is likely to fol- 
low suit. The principal officers and 
most influential members cannot agree. 
The majority acknowledge the increas- 
ing importance of the revolution and 
the number who favor free Cuba con- 
stantly grows. From the interior of the 
island come reports showing that mem- 
bers of the Autonomist party are aban- 
doning it one by one. 

The newspaper El Pais, the organ of 
the Autonomist party, is the only party 
organ read by the Cubans and it has 
published of laté such strong articles 
against the revolution and in favor of 
Spanish sovereignty that more than fif- 
teen hundred persons have stopped tak- 
ing it. The subscription list continues 
to shrink every day. , 

The regulation rifle (Mauser) used by 
the government is too complicated for 
| the Spanish soldiers and mishaps are 
constant. They are béing replaced by 
Remingtons. 

Business men were called to meet at 
the Produce Exchange to raise money 
to carry on the war. Few representa- 
tives of the larger houses were present. 
The subscriptions amounted to $100,000. 

The Santiago mine-owners have noti- 

the government that they will have 
to suspend work if not allowed troops 
enough to protect them, for they are 
often raided by the rebels, who take all 
their provisions. The government has 
given an evasive answer. The closing 
of the mines would send many. men into 
the insurgent ranks. 

Col. Copello, with a force of volun- 
teers and civil guards amounting to 170 
men, has engaged the insurgents near 

Tamaica, district of Guantanamo. The 
insurgents were commanded by Perez 
and Maceo, and numbered 500 men. The 
Spanish forces captured the insurgent 
camp, a quantity of arms and ammuai- 
tion and thirty-two horses. 

The insurgents lost four killed, among 
whom was the insurgent Capt. Cre- 
scendo Castillo. They also had seven 
wounded. On the side of the troops 
only one was killed and three

SAN FRANCISCO, June 17.—The Fed- 
eral investigation into the circum- 
stances which led to the foundering of 
the Pacific Mail steamer Colima off 
Manzanillo, Mex., on May 26, was re- 


sumed this afternoon. Today's proceed- 


ings were unimportant. 8. W. Hawk- 
hurst, superintendent of the Pacific 
Mail dock, testified that in 1887 the Co- 
lima wasthoroughly overhauled and 
made nearly as good as new. Before she 
went on her last voyage 100 tons of 
rock were put in the after-hold. The 
Colima carried the necessary canvas 
and a drag. Capt. Taylor made no ob- 
jection to taking the Colima to sea on 
the gcore that she was top-heavy. 
Hawkhurst testified that there was 
about forty tons of lumber on the upper 


deck. 


Louis Zingaree, the man-of-war's 
man who was saved from the wreck by 
the San Juan, was recalled. He said 
that the Colima would probably have 
been saved had she had a drag out. 
The lumber on her deck, he said, was 
piled 4ft. 10in. high. It is now said 
that the United States Inspectors of 
Hulls and Boilers who have been con- 
ducting the Colima investigation will 
themselves be subject to a govern- 
ment inquiry as to their neglect in in- 
specting the Colima before her depart- 
ure. 


ADDITIONAL SURVIVORS. 

MAZATLAN (Mex.,) June 17.—The 
steamer City of Sydney, from Manzan- 
illo is carrying to San Francisco three 
of the survivors of the lost Colima. 
Their names are John Peginous, J. 
Jokeman and A. Santa Maria, all of the 
crew. They boarded the Sydney at 
Manzanillo. They are members of the 
party which got ashore in lifeboat No. 
5, and were afterward found by the 
steamer Mazatlan. 

The survivors found by the Barra - 
couta have gone south. Chilberg has 
gone to Guatemala, Bryan to New York 
and five at Manzanillo to their respec- 
tive destinations. The latest reports 
from Manzanillo say that ninety miles 
south of Manzanillo two women and 
one man, survivors of the Colima, are 
staying at a ranch.

SCATTERED PEOPL 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION AT NEW 
ORLEANS. 


—— 


The Boilers ef the Unicon Cotton 
Press Eapliede While They 
Are Being Tested. 


One of the Owners of the Structure 
is Killed and Several Per- 
sons Are Injared. 


The Walls of the Yard Torn to Pieces 
for Nearly a Square in Extent— 
Fate of ‘These About the 
Batlding at the Time.

NEW ORLEANS, June 17.—A cotton 
press was the scene of a terrbile explo- 
sion today, which resulted in one man 
being killed, a dozen wounded and 
seven or eight missing. The Union 
press, one of the largest in the city, 
operated by Frankenbush & Borland, 
covered nearly the entire square run- 
ning from South Peters street to Levee 
street. Its compress compartments 
opens on Terpsichore street and there 
are always a dozen or more men around 
the huge compress when at work. 

At the time of the explosion the boll- 
ers were being tested by W. J. Ham- 
mond of Kosciusko, Miss., representing 
Kelley, Bland & Co. One of the boilers 
exploded and in an instant a volume 
of hot water was ejected on all sides. 
The walls around the boiler-room caved 
in and those mén who escaped the wa- 
ter, it is believed, were buried in the 
ruins. C. H. Penrose was struck by 
a brick and received the full stream of 
boiling water in his face. He was 
picked up dead. Frankenbush was near 
Penrose and was struck by bricks and 
water. Up to the present time the fol- 
lowing are the known casualties:

Several others, whose names could 
not be ascertained, were also badly 
scalded. Workmen are delving into 
the ruins, as it is known that there are 
at least a half-dozen people, mostly 
laborers, buried beneath them. Pen- 
rose was part owner of the compress 
and was a member of the school board. 
The press is demolished and the walls 
of the cotton-yard were torn to pieces 
for nearly a square. 

LATER:—No bodies were found un- 
der the debris. Clement Penrose, man- 
ager of the Press, was the only per- 
son killed, though Albert Frankenbush 
and Preston Keahy were so badly 
scalded that they will not recover. The 
cause of the explosion is unknown.

AN INTERESTING VOYAGE. | 


Return of the Yacht 
New York.

NEW YORK, June 17.—J. H. Wade's 
high-speed cruising steam yacht Wa- 
dena, which one year ago left this port 
for an extensive tour of distant waters, 
has returned to the harbor, having been 
absent just one year to the hour. Wade 
and his family did not return with the 
yacht, having debarked at Naples. Offi- 
cers of the Wadena explained that pa- 
triotic motives had prompted the yacht- 
ing party to so time its arrival at Na- 
ples as to enable the tourists to embark 
on the new American steamship St. 
Louis and form a part of that vessel's 
passenger complement on her firat trip 
to the westward. 

The yacht visited such frequented and 
unfrequented ports in China and Japan 
as the party desired to see. One of the 
incidents of the marine sauntering 
along Japan's coast was the picking 
up of a distressed Japanese bark and 
towing it to the nearest port. While 
in Japanese waters the Mikado sought 
to purchase the Wadena, with the in- 
tention of converting the craft into a 
dispatch boat, but Wade did not want 
to part with the yacht. 

A tentative effort on the part of the 
tourists to explore the Yangtse-Kiang 
River resulted in the boat being brought 
to a halt by the Chinese, who sus- 
pected her of being a Japanese vessel 
in disguise. The yacht was released 
after a four-hours' detention. 

After being satiated with Oriental 
sights the homeward trip was begun. 
The party was landed at Naples the 
latter part of May and Capt. Collamore 
received orders to bring the yacht to 
this port and have her fitted out for the 
coming races.

I 
just received some good news in a let- 
ter to the effect that Senator Warner 
Miller is coming with the New York del- 
egation. Prof. George Canton of the 
New York School of Economics is com- 
ing to answer the silverites, should oc- 
casion demand it, and Prof. Williams 
ot Brown University will also be here.“ 

The Ladies’ Reception Committee will 
open. headquarters at ‘the Hollenden 
with Catherine W. Avery in charge. 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, president of the 
Women’s Republican Association of the 
United States, will reach here tomor- 
row. It is now reported that Senator- 
elect Stephen B. Elkins has entered 
the race for the presidency of the 
league, and that he will come to town 
with the West Virginia delegation in 
the hope of winning a victory against 
the McAlpin forces. The New Yorkers 
are intrenched in the belief that their 
candidate cannot by a possible chance 
be beaten. There is a quiet, but strong 
undercurrent of sentiment favoring H. 
Clay Evans of Tennessee for president 
of the league, and the strength which 
he may develop depends upon his wil- 
lingness to allow his friends to formally 
present his name before the convention. 

One of the early Western arrivals 
is Frank W. Bicknell, Iowa member of 
the National League. Bicknell is the 
editor of the Des Moines State Register 
is in touch with the politics of his 
State. 

“are the people of Iowa going to 
mand free silver?“ he was asked. 

“No, sir; we are going to be very con- 
servative on that point. We believe in 
keeping quiet on that question. It is 
not the province of this convention to 
formulate or even touch upon the policy 
of the Republican party. We stood with 
Senator Allison in his speech that he 
made in Pittsburgh on Grant’s birthday, 
which is for .bimetallism.

THE FIGHT IN KENTUCKY. 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) June 17.—County 
conventions were held in every county 
in Kentucky today to elect delegates to 
the State Democratic convention which 
meets in this city on June 25 to nomi- 
nate a full State ticket. 

The political situation in Kentucky 
just now is attracting attention on ac- 
count of the split in the party over the 
financial plank. Senator Blackburn is 
leading the silver faction, together with 
Hon. P. W. Hardin, ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral, now candidate for Governor. Cas- 
sius M. Clay, Jr., is the opposing candi- 
date for Governor. He has steadily re- 
fused to make any declaration on the 
financial question. 

The battle for “sound money” is not 

won, nor can the free-silver leaders rest 
upon their oars. Although-returns have 
been received from nearly all the coun- 
ties, the financial problem is still un- 
solved. In the race for the nomination 
for Governor in Louisville and Jeffer- 
son county today Clay gained control 
of the party machinery and a solid 
Clay delegation was selected. He also 
carried the city of Lexington, Paris, 
Maysville and Elizabethtown. 
. Hardin found most of his 
strength in the country. More in- 
structed delegates will come to this 
convention than ever before in the his- 
tory of Kentucky politics. There are 119 
counties which have 867 votes, 440 being 
necessary to a choice. 

Reports from sixty-five counties re- 
ceived at 12 o'clock, with fifty-four to 
hear from, gave Hardin 182 instructed 
votes, Clay 152, uninstructed 211. Fa- 
voring “sound money” platform 160, 
for free silver 105, uninstructed 275. 
HARDIN LEADING IN KENTUCKY. 

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) June 17.—The 
Democratic primaries in this State in- 
dicate that Hardin has ly the 
greater number of instructed votes, anc 
the question before the people seems to 
have narrowed down to silver or no 
silver. The Hardin people are claiming 
that their chief will force a plank for 
free and unlimited coinage of silver into 
the State platform over the heads of 
Carlisle, Lindsay and Watterson. 

The convention, it is thought, will be 
an unusually long one should the silver 
men’s strength be about equal to that 
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of the gold men. Rather than precip- 
itate a bitter fight, the former will be 
willing to settle on the Chicago plat- 
form. 

A REPUDIATED CONFERENCE. 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) June 17.—There 
promises to be a very light attendance 
at the silver conference tomorrow, the 
leaders of each of the three parties hav- 
ing repudiated it. A. C. Shinn, who, as 
vice-president for the Kansas Bimetallic 
League, called the conference, says to- 
night that it was only intended as a 
consultation of county vice-presidents. 

Senator Stewart, who was advertised 
to be present, will not come, but Joseph 
C. Sibley telegraphed that he will be 
here and it is announced that he will 
speak tomorrow night. 

FREE SILVER OR “BUST.” 

CLEVELAND, June 17.—C. E. Allen, 
one of the delegates to the league con- 
vention from Utah, has arrived — the 
city. “The action of this convention,” 
said he, “whether for or against silver 
will not have the slightest effect on the 
people of the West. They feel too 
deeply on this matter to be influenced 
by mere declarations of such a body as 
this. I will say, however, that if the 
National Republican Convention does 
not nominate a free-silver man on @ 
free-silver platform, the party need not 
expect to carry a State west of the Mis- 
sissippi River.“ 

“What ticket, if both the Democrats 
and Republicans straddle,” asked the 
reporter, “will the West vote?”

PRACTICAL BIMETALLISM. 


The Republican party has always 


been an advocate of bimetallism, and 
has maintained a practical bimetallic 
system for more than a quarter of a 
century. Silver monometallists are 
posing under the name of “bimetal- 
lists.“ but this does not disguise the 
fact that their plans, if adopted, would 
put the country at once upon a single 
metallic basis—and that basis would 
be the cheaper metal. 

Under Republican bimetallism far 
more silver has been used as money 
than was ever before used within 
a like period of the country’s history. 
Notwithstanding the great decline in 
the price of silver bullion, every silver, 


dollar has been kept at equal purehas- | 


ing power with gold, and every stand- 
ard silver dollar has been and is a full 
legal tender at its face value. ‘There 
is néarly as much silver money as 
there is gold money in the country 
today, and its value as money is at 
full parity with gold. > 

What more could the silverites rea- 
sonably demand. if their aims were 
honestly in favor of equitable and 
honest bimetallism? What they do 
ask, in reality, is the banishment of 
gold money from the country, the 
degradation of the dollar, and the set- 
ting up of a single silver standard, in 
direct opposition to the practice of 
leading commercial nations. These de- 
mands are too impracticable and tco 
dishonest for honorable fulfillment, and 
the people will so decide at the proper 
time. 


The women of the suffrage wove- 
ment should adopt some plain badge, 
sufficiently conspicuous to be easily 
recognizable. Those women who 
choose to step down to an “absolute 
equality” with man should reveal 
themselves without fear. They should 
have the courage of their convictions, 
for they will need it in “the dark hour 
coming on.” The “absolute-equality” 
women (which means those women 
who are willing and anxious to take a 
step lower than their present position 
in the social scale,) must expect to be 
taken at their word. They have here- 
tofore been treated as superiors; they 
are to be treated as equals; they aro to 
stand up while men remain seated in 
street-cars and places of public as- 
semblage; they are to be greeted on 
the streets, not by the lifted hat, but 
as man greets man. In brief, the tLou- 
sands of special privileges, inmmuni- 
ties and courtesies now freely ex- 
tended to the going woman are to be

LOS ANGELES THEATER.—What a

gotten, if they were ever learned. And 
though one may have seen it again, 
and yet again, as we have here, it has 
the lasting quality so well developed 
that each season it comes like a breath 
of balm blown from behind the hedges 


The story of the play is so familiar 
to playgoers that it were an idle k 
to retell it. It is a simple tale of 
country life in the back country of New 
Hampehize, drawn by the hand of one 
who knew every light and shadow of: 
it. No one, unless to the manner born, 
could have created three such charac- 
ters as Joshua Whitcom rime 
and Seth Perkins. They clean-cut, 
distinctive types of men that never had 
birth elsewhere than in New England, 
and they are surrounded by other types 
equally vivid and true to life—the louty 
farmier’s lad with his everlasting and 
tuneless whistle; the waif taken from 
the poorhouse as heip“ during the sea- 
son of the summer boarder; the old 
maid with corkscrew curls and a 
placid air, most striking of all; the very 
atmosphere which smells of the smok- 
ing wood-fire that blazes about the

We have paid out about $30 per lot 
for street improvements on Thirtieth 
during the last six months, but do not 
suppose that will satisfy the county's 
demand for pin-money. 

A little light on the road poll-tax law, 
I think, would be of interest to many 
readers of The Times. H. 

(The laws governing the road poll-tax 
are as follows: The Board of Supervis- 


| ors may annually, at any regular meet- 


ing held between the first days of Jan-. 
uary and March of each year, levy on 
each male person over 21 and under 55 
years of age, found in each road district 
during the time for the collection of 
road poll-taxes for that year, excepting 


all persons who were honorably dis- 
charged from service in the army or 
navy ot the United States, at any time 


within April 1, 1861, and September 1, 
1865, an annual road poil-tax not ex- 
ceeding $3; and from every such person 
not above excepted, in a road district, 
who has not paid the same in some 
other district, must be collected the 
amount of road poll-tax so levied. Said 
road poll tax shall be collected by the 
County Assessor in manner 
that State poll-taxes are collected, and 
all remedies given by law for the collec- 
tion of State poll-taxes shall apply to 
and be in force for the collection of 


road poll-taxes. A sum not exceeding 


35 per cent. of all road poll-taxes so col- 
lected may be apportioned to the gen- 
eral road fund, and the balance shall be 
apportioned to the several districts of 
the county from which said road poll- 

tax was collected. . 
The tax increases from $2.to $3 if not 
before the first Monday in July.—

ng $2 a day for two small rooms, to 
such men as the Shaffer Dros., who are 
willing to live by such gain, the city 
makes it possible for this system to 
be carried on in the interests of crime 
and certain capitalists, reflecton is 
cast upon our city officials; and 
whereas, Chief Glass has ~~ 

his fear of being prosecuted by en- 
deavoring to enforce the law; there- 
fore, be i 

Resolved, that we hereby protest 
against such insubordination as mani- 
fested by the Polic Commissioners as 
dangerous to the welfare of our ‘city 
and good government. 

Resolved, that we heartily express 
to the City Council our appreciation of 
what they have done, and assure them 
of our hearty support and co-operation 
in reform. 

Resolved, that we hereby petition 
the City Council, if it be within their 
power to remove from the Police Com- 
mission such persons as refuse to obey 
the mandates of the City Council, into 
whose hands the electors have placed 
the welfare of the city. 

The resolutions were signed by D. 
R. Colmery, president, and Francis W. 
Larkin, secretary. 

Following the reading of the resolu- 
tions, Rev. F. W. Larkin, pastor of the 
Vincent Methodist Episcopal Church 
and secretary of the Ministerial Union, 
delivered himself of a torrid 


speech. 

“It is necessary,” said Mr. Larkin, 
“that our action in presenting these 
resolutions be atten with a few 
words of explanation. There has been 
an effort made by the press of this 
city, and particularly by The Los An- 
geles Times, to insinuate that the min- 
isters of the city were engaged in the 
rosewater scheme of trying to prohibit 
adultery through city legislation and 
the power of the Police Commission. 
This is false. Qur.efforts have been 
made solely to the end of having public

orbidden. For that purpose we appear 
before the Council at this time.

SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY ROAD. 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 17.—A num- 
ber of bids were handed in this morn- 
ing for cars for the San Francisco and 
San Joaquin Valley road and for build- 
ing a new bridge at Stockton. The roll- 
ing stock includes 100 flat cars and fifty 
box cars, all for immediate use. Bids 
are to be opened this evening. The 
bridge will be steel, to span Mormon 
Slough at Stockton. 

FREIGHT RATES SLASHED, 
NEW YORK, June 17.—Freight rates 
to Chicago and the West have been 
slashed by the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
and trouble is impending. Further- 
more the line has withdrawn its pro- 
posal to enter the Trunk Line Assocla- 


tion. 


Some weeks ago the Chesapeake and 
Ohio sent a letter to Chairman Roberts 
of the board of presidents, expressing 
its willingness to enter the association. 
It was stipulated, however, that all 
cheap freight rates must be abolished, 
and that the strict tariff be adhered to. 
‘If rates were not restored by June 10 


| then the Chesapeake and Ohio would re- 


fuse to join and would issue its own tar- 
iff on June 18. 

Accordingly the Chesapeake and Ohio 
freight department, better known as the 
Kanawha Dispatch, filed a copy of a 
new tariff with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Freights have been 

cut by them tiearly 50 per cent. The old 
rate for first-class freight from New 
York to Chicago is scaled down from 65 
cents to 35. Second class is cut from 60 
cents to 30, and third class from 55 to 26 
cents. The other classes of freight are 
proportionately slashed.

A SMOOTH BUNCO STEERER 
TO GRIEF. 


After Helping te Fleece a 


TABLES TURNED. 


Young 


Ressian of a Large Sum the 
Ranco Steerer ita Steered into 


a Detective’s Arma. 


A young Russian named J. T. Krus- 
man was buncoed out of $123 a few 
days ago by one E. D. Moore, alias 
“Jim” Moore and two accomplices, and 
now Moore languishes behind the bars 


of the City Jail for his part 


in the 


transaction, while detectives are look- 
ing for the other two culprits. 
Krusman thinks he laughs best who 
jaughs last and, although feeling sore 
over the loss of his money, he chuckles 
gleefully whenever he thinks how 
smoothly he steered into the arms of a 
detective the man who steered him 
against, a sure-thing game. Krusman 
by this little act has proved that he is 
no fool, even if he was taken in by one 
of the most transparent confidence 
games ever played on a greenhorn. 
The story as told by Krusman himecii 
is to the effect that he came to Redondo 
from Seattle last December and cb- 
tained work as third cook in the Re- 
dondo Beach Hotel. Last Thursday 
he was paid off and came to the city 


with about $125 in his pocket. 


While 


standing at First and Spring streets a 
young man came up to him and asked 
Which was North Spring street. He 
said he had just come from Tacoma 
and Seattle and was not yet familiar 
with the names of the streets. Krus- 


man told him he came from 


Seattle 


himself and thus a bond of mutual in- 
terest was established between them. 
Krusman's new-found friend was 
Jim Moore. Each asked what 
other was doing and it developed that 
both were out of work. Moore, however, 
said he had a friend who was engineer 
on a steamer at San Diego, who had 
promised him a job at $40 a month 
and board. He believed the steamer 
was in need of a good cook at about $60 
a month, and he had no doubt Krusman 
could get the job. At any rate they 
would look up the engineer with whom 
Moore had an engagement at a lodg- 
ing-house on Third street, between 


Main and Los Angeles.

The discoveries lately reported on An- 
acapa Island, one of the Santa Barbara. 
Channel group, are attracting some at- 
tenfion. Some pieces of white quartz 
found on the island showed traces of 
gold, and on further investigations be- 
ing made some days later, a large de- 
posit of black sand containing silver 
sulphurets was found, close to which 
was a well-defined quartz ledge, speci- 
mens of which assayed $8 in silver and 
$2 gold to the ton. The rock in which 


there sulphurets were found is of a pe- 


cullar character, and it is proposed to 
make it the subject of a special investi. 
gation. 

The Bonanza mine, in the Harqua 
Hala district, Arizona, has, says the 
Phoenix Herald, resumed operations. 
The tanks for the cyanide process, by 
which the taili will be worked, were 
nearly completed. The Desert mine, sit- 
uated about fifteen miles west of Har- 
risburg, in the same district, and which 
was recently purchased by some East- 
ern men for $10,000, was being actively 
operated. The machinery for a twenty- 
stamp mill was on the way. and, should 
results warrant it, the mill will be in- 
creased to a forty-stamp one. 

About eight miles from Benson, Ariz., 
are Vast ledges of silica, which supply 
the Bisbee copper works with several 
carloads a week. They use it for lining 
the oonverters. The ledges are forty 
feet high and sixty feet wide, and the 
quantity seems inexhaustible. 

A fine body of ore has been struck in 
the Mineral Hill mines near Tucson, 
Ariz., owned by Thomas Hughes and H. 
C. Banes. The pocket, from which 600 
tons of high-grade rock was taken some 
time ago, is said to be small by compari- 
son with the present discovery. 

A beautiful.specimen of turquoise was 
brought into Tombstone, Ariz., a day or 
two ago. The yield is good. The owners 
now have fully ten pounds ready for 
shipment. 

According to recent figures the output 
of. the United Verde copper mines, near 

ott. Arts., for 1894 was one and a 
half million dollars gold, seven and one- 
half million ounces in silver, and nearly 
eleven million pounds of copper. 

It is reported that Hon. A. J. Doran 
has bonded the Casey group of mines 
at Dos Cabezas, Cochise county, Ari- 
zona, for $90,000. 

Solomonville, Ariz., Bulletin says a 
large force of men is at work on the 
road to the Laura mine recently sold 
to a Paris banker. The road will be 
completed abcut the end of this month— 
June—when the work of shipping will 
be begun. 

Allan J. Smith, owner of the Batuco 
mines in Sonora, Mex., and who lately 
arrived in Los A les, is having a 
quartz mill built which he expects to 
have in operation about the first of Au- 
gust next. The development of these 
mines will be of benefit to Los Angeles 
as most of the supplies for that section 
will be purchased in this market. 

Contrary to current reports the Good 
Hope mine in Riverside county has not 
been shut down. It is the intention of 
the owners to keep things moving along 


At Congress, Ariz.; the new 100-ton 
cyanide plant is about finished. The 
first charge surpassed expectation, and 
it is expected that the large dumps of 
tailings there may be worked with 
profit.

FROM ALBUQUERQUE. 


How a New Mexico City is Looking 
Up in a Progressive Light. 


W. T. McCreight, business manager 
and city editor of the Daily Citizen of 
Albuquerque, N. M.. is in this city, stay- 
ing at the Westminster. He is accom- 
panied by his bride. They will leave 
for San Francisco tomorrow. They will 
return several days hence and spend 
some days in Los Angeles before return- 
ing to their New Mexico home. Mr. Mc- 
Creight says that Albuquerque is bus- 
ily engaged in making preparations for 
the meeting of the National Irrigation 
Congress, which assembles there in Sep- 
tember, and which will be an important 
event. 

The thirteenth annual Territorial 
Fair will be held in Albuquerque during 
the same week. hese gatherings will, 
it is expected. fill the city with strang- 
ers and visitors from far and near. 

Albuquerque has grown to be the 
foremost city in New Mexico, and has 
an estimated population of 10,000 souls. 
It is the only modern-built city in the 
Territory, having the leading features 
of an American city of today instead of 
the adobe characteristics of the dim 


It has numerous fine modern struc- 
tures. including the Commercial Club 
building, an imposing three-story struc- 
ture of striking architecture, and built 
of brownstone from Flagstaff. Its cost 
approximates $85,000. The N. T. Armijo 
building, erected by one of the famous 
sheep princes ofthe Territory, is an- 
other of the good buildings of the city. 
which is steadily assuming a prominent 
place among the foremost of the minor 
cities of the great Southwest. 

Albuquerque is the center of a large 
and important agricultural and pastoral 
district, and is noted as a depot and 
mart of the wool trade, the leading in- 
terest of the Territory until a Demo- 
cratic Congress came along and ripped 
it up the back. The present low price of 
the staple makes the New Mexican 
wool-growers very tired, yet Albuquer- 
que is still the center of a wool trade 
amounting probably to two million 
pounds a vear, of which one-half comes 
from the Navajo Reservation. 

The cattle trade, on the contrary, is 
looking up; prices are better, and the 


industry brings much money to the 


chief city of the Territory.

At the m 
of the Board of Supervisors, Horticul- 
tural Commissioner H. B. Muscott re- 
ported that the price of the black scale 
parasite, rhisobius ventralis, had gone 
up from $2 to $10 per thousand, and the 
order for 10,000 was thereupon canceled 
until further investigation.

Kimball, a member of the State Board 
of Horticultufe, who was in the city on 
his way horhe to San Diego, was told of 
this raise, and was very indignant, as 
the rhizobii were imported at the ex- 
pense of the State and general govern- 
ment, and belong to the State, and are 
only loaned to private parties to clean 
their groves of the scale and not for 
them to speculate in. He promised to 
rectify it. In the meantime word comes 
from Ontario that late searches in that 
place revealed the rhizobius in large 
numbers. Last season 4& colony of 
twelve was planted on the trees of 8. 
D. L. Baldwin's orange grove. Now 
not only his grove but the trees of his 
neighbors are alive with these hungry 
scale-eaters. On learning this Mr. Mus- 
cott wrote at once to learn the truth 
or falsity of the report, and if it is true, 
all orders will be canceled and we will 
raise our own rhizobiil right at home 
the same as chickens.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 


THE SOCIAL EVIL 


A MINISTER WHO CRITICIZES THE 
CHIEF OF POLICE. 


Does Not Believe the Evil is a Neces- 
sary One—Preachers Demand the 
Immediate and Complete Ex- 
tinction of the Plague. 


Los ANGELES, June 17.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) In your issue of 
June 13 you introduce Chief Glass as 
being considerably exercised at the per- 
sistent attacks which have been made 
by the preachers upor the police author- 
ities in connection with the question 
of the social evil. 

The attacks of the ministers of this 
city have been simply as follows: First, 
they appointed a committee of their 
number to wait upon the City Council 
and ask them to abate the disgraceful 
nuisance of the open cribs on Alameda 
and New High streets. The City Coun- 
cil listened with courtesy to the ad- 
dresses and promptly and Unanimously 

a resolution instructing the Po- 
lice Commissioners to instruct the Chief 
of Police to remove the women at once, 
and John Pirtle, then present, rose and 
said that the Commissioners had al- 
ready given such orders. 

If this statement was true, why did 
not Chief Glass obey orders instead of 
writing to Pittsburgh? He was not 
instructed to write to that city, but to 
move the women, Question: Who is 
running this city, the Council elected 
by the people for that purpose, or the 
Police Commissioners, or Chief Glass? 

You say Chief Glass is considerably 
exercised at the persistent attacks of 
the preachers upon the police authori- 
ties. Was it not time some one raised 
his voice against these open cribs on 
Alameda street, exposed to the passen- 
ger cars coming in and going out of our 
city? I was a little amused: at the 
Chief reporting from his Pittsburgh 
friend, viz.: That they had driven these 
women from their haunts, and because 
the ministers of the city refused to take 
charge of them they reorganized these 
brothels by locating them where they 
would not annoy the wealthy and mid- 
dle classes, but restricted them to such 
portions of the city as are occupied by 
factories, foundries and machine shops. 
Is that the way to treat the laboring 
classes of society? I answer, no! This 
Pittsburgh friend of Mr. Glass says that 
they both believe this social evil nec- 
essary, and I have a right to believe 
that this is the reason why the police 
have never done anything to suppress 
this moral pest except to put a fence 
in front of them on Alameda street. 

The intention of the ministers, backed 
by their churches, is that the voice o 
the citzens shall control, and not Chie 

who seems disposed, for some 
reason best known to himself, to stand 
in the way and do nothing, although 
commanded to move these women from 
these cribs. W. B. BARBER.

THE CHIEF’S ATTITUDE. 


Says That Legal Aspects Must be 
Considered. 


Chief of Police Glass was asked last 
evening for an expression of opinion on 
the attack made upon him by the min 
isters at the Council meeting. ; 

“Well,” said he, “I can't say much 
about it. but, as you Know, I can only 
do as the Police Commissioners direct. 
When the agitation first came up the 
preachers made their loudest complaint 
about the Alameda-street women, expos- 
— themselves in the street when pas- 
sehger trains went by. City Attorney 
Dunn and myself were told by the 
board to go and see what could be done 
in the matter. We asked the. people 
to put up that high fence and they 
did it. As a matter of fact I don’t 
know that under the law we could have 
compelled those people to put up that 
fence. Then when the cribs were com- 
pletely hidden from the street. the 
preachers say that the fence is a great 
advertisement and only stimulates the 
curiosity of those who see it. 

“The preachers have no reasonable 
plan to do away with the evil. They 
think it can be abolished with a word, 
but it can't. There is a legal aspect to 
this matter. Offenders against the law 
have to de tried by regular process and 
the charges proved against them. There 
are laws against these crib people, but 
the charges must be proved before con- 
viction follows. They. say, some of the 
preachers do, that if we cannot abolish 
the evil we should scatter it all over 
town. Now, would not that be a great 
idea, driving those women to all parts 
of the city? That would make a fine 
mess of it. The women are now kept 
pretty Closely to one particular section 
where nobody has to go unless he wants 
to. When we learn of that kind of 
wickedness in other sections of the city 
we drive it away. We believe that if 
the evil is to exist it should be kept to- 
gether as much as possible. 

“The trouble is that the preachers do 
not offer ‘any reasonable plan for doing 
away with the nuisance. They say 


abolish it, but under the law we can't 
do it.” ;
